It will be of interest to all who exchange eggs to knovr that the manu- 
script for the nev? price list of eggs of Horth American birds lias been com- 
pleted and is nox-r in the hands of the printer. Briefly, a committee of 
twenty-five prominent oblogists of the United States and Canada were elected 
by a popular vote to submit their ideas on egg values. A ooiwnittee on final 
values, consisting of K. C. Harlow, of yiala College, PenTir.ylvanin , P. C. 
Willard, formerly of Tonbstone, Arir.onn, and <1. Hooper Bowles, of Tacoma. Wn., 
Chairman, averoged the prices submitted. The prices given in the catalog are 
purely for the use of those wishing to exchange specimens. The prices have 
no professional significance, for, as a rule, cash valuations must be a mutual 
agreement betvreeii the parties concerned. It will also be of interest to know 
that the Anerican Ornithologists Union expects to bring out a new and thoroughlj'' 
up to date checklist of North American birds this fall. It is the plan of 
the egg catalog committee to bring out a price list of the new additions 
made by the A. 0. U... this price list to be printed in the "Oblogist." The 
egg catalog will have blank sheets so that collectors can easily incorporate 
the new changes and prices into their price lists. These blank sheets v/ill 
also be useful for nesting dates and other notes.
